Brain hides alarm center

WASHINGTON — A sudden, scary 
sound and immediately the heart races, 
breathing increases, the mind clears 
and muscles pulse with energy. 

The response is called "fight or 
flight,” ond researchers soy they now 
imow where in the bmin it alt Stans. 

Fight or flight quickly prepares the 
.body and mind for peak performance 
and can be a lifesaver if there is a red 
threat. But the involuntoty respond in 
modem life often occurs iiu 4 )propriate> . 
iy, from anger or routine stresses, and 
can be a killer, said Ardmr D; Loewy 
of the Washington University of 
School of Medicine in St. Louis. 

“It is well documented ihot some in- 
dividuals who get angry con develop 
' heart attacks within o two-hour peri- 
od,” said Loewy. - 

For this reason, medical science has 
long sought to understand this reflex 


and to find woys of controlling it. 

A study published today in the jour- 
nal Science moves researchers closer to 
that goal, said Loewy. the senior au- 
thor, by pinpointing sites in the bmin . 
that trigger the fight-or-flight response. 

In studies using laboratoiy rats, the 
scientists' have found that a few hun- 
dred neurons and cells in the back of 
the brain and in on area called the cen- 
tral gray matter ore the command cen- 
ter for flight or fn'i^t. 

The cells were located tyith the use 
of two of-genetically- 'engineered, 

herpes viruses. . ' 

One virus was used to infect the 
adrenal, gland in test rats, and onother 
type of herpes was injected into the 
nerve ganglion that controls the heart. 

The viruses thcn.scqucniiolly infect- 
ed cells in Ac nerve network leading 
bock to Ac brain. Evcntunlly. the vinis- 
es rcoched the brain sites that con- 
trolled Aosc nerves. 


Iceland avalanche

He said four of those rescued, with the 
niost serious injuries were flown by heli- 
copter to hospitals in Reykjavik and else- 
where.

Budget bill 
wins House 
approval

WASHINGTON — In a momentous 
break with the past, the House passed a 
Republicaq balanced-budget bill Thursday 
that would shrink Ac federal government, 
cut taxes and return power to the states.’ 
Democrats battled to Ac end against the 
measure. 

The vote was 227-203, with nearly all 
Republicans in favor and nearly all 
Democrats opposed. 

“The people should understand that in 
seven years, we will in fact balance the 
federal budget and save this country and 
save the next genera- 
tion.” said House Bud- *Flx It 
get Committee Chair- • * _f 
man John Kasich of iHtOr — 

Ohio. “Wc’vc done our A2

A cheer went up 
from the Republican side of (he chamber 
. as- Ac: vote count, climbed-past Z1 jhc- • - 
number needed to assure passage in Ac 
433-mcmbcr House. GOP lawmakers 
puniped their arms in Ac air in triumph. 

Across Ac Capitol, Ac GOP-controlIcd 
Senate was expected to opprovc a similar 
bill Friday, a major milestone in the Re- 
publican revolution launched lost winter. 
“Wc'Il be all right,” predicted Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Bob Dole, R-Kan. 

As Ac day gave way to evening. Senate 
Republicans systematically turned aside 
Democratic cfTorts to restore iwo-Airds of 
S270 billion in savings proposed from 
Medicare, as well os additional funds for 
Medicaid and a program of tax breaks for 
Ac working poor. 

President Clinton has threatened a veto, 
and congressional Democrats arc certain to 
sustain it. 

“Their agenda is to get rid of Medicare," 
House Minority Leader Dick Gephardt, D- 
Mo., said of the Republicans. “TTicir agen- 
da is to give huge tax breaks to the wealth- 
iest Americans.” 

A veto would set the stage for a widely 
anticipated effort at compromise in late 
foil between Ac White House and conser- 
vative Republican majorities in the House 
and Senate. 

The GOP plan, designed to balance the 
budget in 2002, relics on hundreds of bil- 
lions of dollars of savings, from Medicare, 
Medicaid, welfare, student loans and oAcr 
social programs that have flourished since 
the New Deal and Great Society eras. 

The bills ran to 1,754 pages in- the 
House 'and 1.949 in Ac Senate. Aside from 
Ac Pentagon. Ac mea.sures scoured the en- 
tire government for savings — sometimes 
down to the penny. 

Annual cost-of-living ipcreo.ses for cer- 
tain veterans' benefits would be rounded 
down to Ac nearest dollar, a provision es- 
timated to save S520 million over seven ' 
years.

Singer Selena’s killer 
receives lifeyin prison 


HOUSTON (AP) — Yolanda 
Saldivar was sentenced to life in 
prison Thursdoy for shooting Tejano 
singing star Selena to death at a 
Corpus ,Christi motel lost March. 

The prosecution had asked jurors 
to sentence Ms. Saldivar to the maxi- 
mum pcnolty — a life term requiring 
at least 30 years behind bars, and a 
SIO.OOO fine. Defense attorneys 
sought probation. 

Ms. Saldivar, wearing a while suit, 
began to cry aficr'stnte District JudgCi 
Mike Wcsicrgrcn read the jury’s sen- 
tence. Her family, seated directly 
behind her in court, also began soi^ 
bing. 

Wcsicrgrcn asked Ms. Saldivar if 
she had anything to soy. 

“No sir," she replied quietly as her 
lawyers hugged her. 

There was no immediate reaction 
from members of Selena’s family; 
who were sealed at the other side of 
the courtroom. Outside, a loud cheer 
went up from 'Selena’s fans, and 
horns blared from cars driving 
around the courthouse. 

Ms. Saldivar. 35. was convicted of 
murder Monday for the March 31 
shooting at the Days Inn in Corpus 
Chrisli. 

Jurors began weighing Ms. 
Saldivar’s punishment Wednesday 
and recessed after 51i hours. 
Delibenilions resumed Thursday for 
an additional four hours. 

Early in the afiemoon. jurors asked 
Wcsicrgrcn about fines — where 
they come from and where they go. 
He responded in a note that he had 
given them all the information in his 
chorge’on Wednesday. 

The jury ultimately levied no fine. 

Ms. Saldivar did not face the death

actions could backfire. 

At a Tolly of nearly 2.000 unionists that 
blocked all but one lane of Eighth Avenue in 
New York's garment district, Sweeney said 
'.■"greedy employers" were, holding wages down. 

Other speakers included Labor Secretary 
‘-'Robert'Rcich, who denounced employers who 
• "treat the workers like animals." 

Thomas R. Donahue, whom Sweeney ousted 
from the presidency of the 13-miIlion-membcr 
' federation Wednesday, has warned against 
antagonizing the public at ,q time when labor 
needs to recruit more suppoHers. 

Unions represent just 15 percent of the 
workforce, well down from the levels of 
decades ago. And Donohue said in a debate, 
"The path down which you now propose to 
take this movement will marginalize us and 
consign us to the fringes of society for genera- 
■ tions to come." 

Even some of Sweeney’s staunchest sup- 
porters expressed reservations this week about

becoming too confrontational. Ron Carey, 
president of the 1 .3-millton-mcrabcr 
Teamsters, said that blocking traflTic or similar 
actions should be considered a last resort.

Sweeney's campaign hod called the new focc 
of the labor movement and suggested the rift 
that had developed during the convention fight 
was nearly healed. 

The march was organized by the Union of 
Ncedletrades, Industrial and Textile 
Employees, which had supported Domihuc, 
and several union presidents from Donahue's 
camp participated. 

Speeches were translated into Spanish and 
Chinese as workers watched from factory win- 
dows above; The building behind the podium 
housed a sweatshop thot wos closed by state 
investigators last week, event organizers said.

Abortion rights organizations filed a 
class-action lawsuit Thursday aimed 
at silencing some of the nation's 
most militant anti-abortion activists 
and seeking at least S200 million in 
damages. 

.. The lawsuit, filed in U.S. District 
Court in -Portland, is the first nation- 
wide class action intended to, protect 
abortion doctors and clinic 'workers 
from violence, said Jane Johnson, 
interim president of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation of America. 

"These threats of violence have 
been allowed to continue for far too 
long and have overshadowed the 
lives and well-being of many abor- 
tion providers across the country,” 
Johnson said in a statement. 

Details of 'the lawsuit were 
announced In news conferences in 
Portland and in New York City. 

‘ The’ lawsuit seeks to link killings 
of abortion doctors and clinic work- 
•. ers to -anti-abortion activists around 
the country, including the American 
Coalition of Life Activists and 
■* Advocates for Life Ministries, both 
based, in Portland. 

' “This is 0 list of who’s who,” said 
Andrew Burnett, a co-founder of the 
American Coalition of Life Activists 
and one of the defendants. 

Burnett denied advocating vio- 
' Icnce but, as he has in the past, 
maintained that such actions arc "not 
unjustifiable." 

The lawsuit alleges that "unwant- 
ed" posters giving information about 
abortion doctors omount to threats 
thot violate federal racketeering laws 
and laws protecting abortion clinics. 

The lawsuit details how distribu- 
tion of the posters was followed by 
killings of three doctors and an 
• escort for one of them. - 
. . Iti claims copies of "Life 
Advocate" magazines were found in 
.the possession of Shelley Shannon, 
the Grants Pass, Ore., woman con- 
victed of attempted murder in the 
_ 1^3 shooting of g Wichit o, Kan., _ 
obortioh doctor. 

The lawsuit seeks on injunction 
preventing the two groups ond 14

Learn lessons behind poverty numbers 


Americans were happy to hear recently that 
poverty went down in 1994. But if the number 
of people living below the poverty level is to 
go down further in this and future years. 
Congress and the American people need to 
look behind tlie Census Bureau data to under- 
stand what really tuts been happening. 

When the latest poverty figures arc compared 
to those during the Reagan era, one encounters 
an interesting phcnoin«ion. Di^ng that period 
> regarded by many as "uncompossionate" for 
its lack of emphasis on welfare programs — an 
unprecedented period of economic ^wth led 
to the lowest poverty mie in recent histoiy. 

Even this year's good news for fiunili^ — o 
drop to 1 1 .6 percent of Americans in poverty 

is still higher than the “heartless" Rugnn 
legacy of 10.3 percent. 

One reason for this is that during the R^gnn 
economic expansion of 1982-1989, new jobs 
grcNv at an average rate of 2.25 nultion per yenr. 

Lesson No. 1 : Jobs, not welfare programs, 
reduce poverty. 

Lesson No. 2 is that when children ore in 
poverty, more often than not it moans they are - 
from broken families. Of all children unMr 1 6 
m the United States. 21.8 percent ore currently 
living ^low the poverty level. The recent 
Census Bureau report highlights the foct that 
children are the largest group in poverty, ac-

counting for 40 percent of the total. 

But digging deeper into the numbers, one 
finds there ore' sho^ differences in poverty 
rotes among childrCT in different household 
situations. Almost 90 percent of children in 
poverty are ftom broken families. 

The new 1994 fibres show that 52.9 pw- 
cem of all children in female-headed families 
ore in poverty. By contrast, the poverty rate 
among children in intact married families is 
just 10.8 percent. 

*rhe third interesting lesson behind the latest 
poverty figures is that monied block Ameri- 
cans have made the most sizable gains in eco- 
nomic status over the past few ycors. 

Married couples and children in married 
families generally tend to benefit most from 
economic recoveries. But black married fami- 
lies arc the biggest winners in the decline in 
the poverty rote. 

Between 1993 and 1994, the number of 
married black American families wbo bod 
children under 1 8 and were living in poverty 
dropped from 298,000 to 245,000 families. 
Proportionally, that’s a drop of 1 8 percent 

Another thing to notice from Census Bureau 
figures, however, is that single parenthood -

Castro wraps up public relations blitz on U.S. officials

NEW YORK — Cuban President 
Fidel Castro wrapped up a five-day 
trip to New York Wednesday, bask- 
ing in new relationships with influen- 
tial Americans and in breathless 
media attention that dismayed some 
U.S. officials. 

• In scores of meetings that took him 
from posh Park Avenue digs to 
neglected comers of Harlem and the 
Bronx, Castro — on his first trip to 

the United .States in 16 years 

, renewed his ties with the “radical 
chic,” dined with opinion-makers and 
donned a sober demeanor with a 
business suit to match. 

But, for all the flashbulb frenzy 
surrounding his encounters, he had 
relatively little to say that was new. 
And, as the Cuban leader returned to 
Havana on Wednesday evening, it 
, was unclear what concrete benefits 
might accrue from his public rela-

The key question: Has Castro 
bcgim to stitch together a coalition of

Gem plans 
for welfare 
may clash 
with feds

TWIN FALLS - Some of Idaho’s wel- 
fare reform proposals could be in trouble if 
President Clinton or Congress disallows 
stringfcnt reform measures, a top state offi- 
cial said Tuesday. 

Linda Caballero, state director for the 
Department of Health and Welfare, met 
with members of 77io Times-News editori- 
al board to go over the state's welfare pro- 
posals drafted by Gov. Phil Batt's Welfare 
Reform Advisory Council. 

“There may be some collisions in some 
poilicular areas," she said, including con- 
cerns about old for teen-age parents. 

One Idaho proposal calls for restricting 
unmarried minors from accepting cosh 
assistance unless they live with their par- 
ents' and the entire fomily is eligible for 
' iBssistanee, including graadporents: 

Another proposal would require par- 
ents of minor parents to support their 
child and grandchild until their child 
turns 18. 

Caballero said it wilt be tough to get 
measures like those past Clinton and that 
the state would need to get regulatory 
waivers for at least half of the proposals 
drafted by the council. 

She said she is frustrated with waiting 
for congressional action on the dir^on 
reform should take, and questioned 
whether reform legislation would truly cre- 
ate a. new welfare environment or merely 
make it necessary to'get waivers for reform 
efibrts. 

Most people think of welfare os an enor- 
mous bureaucracy that hands over food 
stamps too readily and provides a ham- 
mock for people too ignorant to find work, 
she said. 

The push for reform is often tinged with 
racism and classism, she said. “Some p^

“In terms of the program being out of 
control, it’s not,” she said.

Weary drivers likdy to ignore stopped buses

BURLEY - The stmt of the new 
[school year in Cassia County 
; brought more than a dozen reports in 
■ September of motorists not stopping 
i for school buses with stop anns out 
; and flashing red lights. 

“The main problem is that most of 
'.the people out there are driving lulf 
.. < asleep.” said Leon Robinson, turns* 
Iportation supervisor for the Cassia 
I CounQ' School District. . 

J',' • New* bus routes seem to be the 
ibigges*^ problem area, Robinson 
^id. ' 

In Idaho, more than 1,000 close 
[calls involving school children and 
.'motorists who don't stop for school 
buses were reported during the sec- 


ond semester of the 1995 school 
year, according to the state 
Department of Education. 

But for every motorist caught fail- 
ing.lo stop 'for a school bus while 
children are unloading and chtssing 
the street, probably 10 more slip by 
before their license plate numbers 
can be recorded by a bus driver, 
Robinson said. 

And those that are reported basi- 
cally go unpunished, depending on 
what agency is enforcing the law, he 
said. In some jurisdictions (he law is 
regarded as unconstitutional, he 
said. 

Idaho law mandates a SlOO mini- 
mum fine to the owner of any vehi- 
cle convicted of failing to stop for a 
school bus, Robinson said. But 
many judges and prosecuting attor- 


neys consider the law unconstitu- 
tional, because it requires only a 
license plate number and not a 
description of the driver, he said. As 
a result, the law may punish the 
vehicle owner for an offense com- 
mitted by another driver. 

Some agencies find. a way around 
the law, such os ernploying it police 
officer to monitor d trouble spot and 
nab offenders on the scene. 
Robinson said. 

But whether the law’s constitu- 
tionality hasn't been tested by the 
Idaho Supreme Court, said Sarah 
Stobaugh, coordinator of the- 
Education Deportment's pupil trans- 
portation system in Boise. No one 
has brought the issue before the high 
court, she said. 

The department is collecting data 


on the nilmber of failures to stop-tb 
rally support for either changing the 
law or getting it enforced, Stobaugh 
said. The deportment also is consid- 
ering a public information campaign 
with the Oflice of Highway Safety, 
she said. 

Btfween January and May, 1,535 
reports come in to the Education 
Department from across the state of 
motorists who failed to stop for 
school buses. Stobaugh said. And 
only half of the school districts in 
the state filed reports, she said.' 

Stobaugh has heard of do serious 
accidents caused by motorists failing 
to stop. 

“But wc'vc had a lot of near miss- 
es, and that is our big concern, near 
misses that could be accidents," she 
said.

Hanson received IS separate 
wounds when Evans mistakenly 
shot him with a Remington 12- 
gouge semiautomatic shotgun while 
aiming at a pheasant, the Minidoka 
County SherifTs Office report said. 

Hanson received a wound to the 
left cheek and one to the left abdom- 
inal area. Deputy James Broncr 
wrote. The rest of the shotgun pel- 
lets punctured the skin on Hanson’s 
left arm and chest, the report said. 

Hanson was held at ^e hospital 
because doctors didn't know how 
deeply the pellets had penetrated his 
abdomen, the report said. 

Hanson told Broncr that he. Evans 
and Richard'Thurman, 62, of Lns 
Vegas, Nev., were hunting with bird 
dogs on a field southwest of Rupert 
Wednesday morning. 


Evans and Hanson were hunting 
near a pond. Evans was on the north 
side walking west and Hanson was 
standing on the west side when the 
dogs flushed a pheasant from its 
hiding spot, the report said. The two 
men were separated by 50 to 60 
yards. 

The bird flew between the two 
men and Evans fired at it. the report 
said. Hanson then fell to the ground. 

Hanson told Broncr. Evans didn't . 
realize how close he was. 

‘^r. Hanson, who was in good 
. spirits and laughing and joking, told 
me it was a split .second decision, 
and an accident that could have hap- 
pened to anybody. He only wished 
' Mr. Evans would stop feeling so bad 
about what happened," Broncr 
wrote. 

Evans and Thurman rushed to 
Hanson's side when they realized 
he'd been shot and found him cov- 
ered with blood, Thurman told 
Broncr. They applied pressure to 
Hanson’s most serious wounds to 
stop the bleeding. Thurman then 
retrieved his pickup and drove 
Hanson to the hospital, the report 
said. 

Thurman told Broncr Evans wa& 
upset by the accident and was con- 
sidering throwing away his shotgun. 

Evans could not be reached 
Thursday.

Fowler said he doesn't personally 
know Walt Minnick. the ^isc busi- 
nessman who has announced for the 
Democratic nomination against GOP 
Sen. Lony Craig in next year’s elec- 
tion. but has been advised Minnick will 
be a good candidate. 

“He has a good reputation and he 
will be a good member of the U.S. 
Serute," Fowler said. 

He said he didn't want to get into 
specifics of Idaho's battle over riuclear 
waste dunqnng but siqiported (he efibrts 
of former Democratic Gov.

After a television interview, Fowler 
joined in a teleconference with, 
reporters statewide.

Non-working smoke ddecfms kei^ home fires burning 


DEAR ABBY: I have been a 
member of the fire service for the 
past 20 years.. 

To this day, I am awestruck by 
the high number of needless home 
fire deaths and injuries that occur 
throughout America. Nationwide. 

3.000 people die and 50,000 to 

100.000 are injured each year in 
firc-relaled tragedies. 

The most troubling - and most 
common - evidence found in the 
rubble of home fires is smoke de- 
tectors with an old batt^ or no bat- 
tery at all. By sounding an early 
warning and providing critical extra 
seconds to escape; a working smoke 
detector doubles the chance of sur- 
viving a home fire. 

An alarming fact is that a dispr^ 
portionatc number of minorities die 
in home fires. 

African Americans, for example,- 
aip three time as likely to die in a 
home fire as any other minority 
group. 

As the 1995-96 president of the 
International Association of Fire 
Chiefs, and as an African American 
who is deeply concerned about the 
above statistics, 1 urge evoyone to 
adopt a simple but j>otcnfially life- 
saving habit: Change the batteries in 
your smoke detectors when you 
change your clock back to standard 
time in October.

‘Copycat’ borrows too much 
from staudard Hollywood fare

“Copycat," psychologist Helen 
Hudson announces that FBI sus- 
pects 35 serial killers may be active 
in the United States today. 

Only 35? Hollywood has made 
ei^t movies this year about th^e 
methodical wackos. not to mention 
dozens in recent decades. If films 
really reflected life in America, 
every apartment complex would 
have its own Bluebeard. 

That’s why movies obout them 
run together. "Copycat" manages to 
stand out for the first 90 of its 120 
minutes, but it follows a worn-out 
paitenf over the lost half hour.

A coroner's report revealed a genetic heart 
defect killed Porke, who would have turned 
19 on Nov. 8 . 

"Ho was a great kid - truly an example to 
his teammates," said Leo Cook, Parke’s bas- 
ketball cooch ni Carey. “He wos a hard foot- 
ball player and a great basketball player.” 

Parke’s running helped take the Panthers to 
the state Clai A-4 eight-man football cham- 
pionship Inst season, and he was one of the 
Doskelball team’s leading scorers. 

He and teammate Joel Peck moved on to 
Ricks College and were playing racquclball 
there Wednesday afternoon. 

Parke collapsed, complaining of o bod 
headache, said Lee Cook, who spoke with 
parents Darwin and Diane Parke Thursday. 

Peck ran for help, then relumed to find hts 
classmate had come to, but only briefly. He 
passed out again and all onempts to revive his 
heartbeat failed. Cook said. 


The coroner's report said a vein that ran 
around and through Parke’s heart had become 
pinched. The condition is difficuli to detect 
and could not have been repaired with 
surgeiy, he said. * . , . 

B.esfdes being an all<onferenee running back 
aiid two-year starter on the basketball team, 
Parke ran on Carey’s 4x400 relay, 800-meter 
and mile relay teanw at the state track meet 
He had planned to go on a mission for the 
Mormon Church at the end of the current 
semester. Parke was the youngest of five chil- 
dren. 

"He always had o smile," Carey superinten- 
dent Phil Homer sold. "He was just a wonder- 
ful young man. ... Derrick was the kind of boy 
you would like your own son to grow up to be 
like." 

He described the impact of the trogcd_y on 
this tiny farming community as “devastating.’’ 
"At first people don’t want to believe it. 
Then once the reality sets in. there are a lot of 
tcors and a lot of ‘whys.’” 

The funeral will be held at 2 p.m. Saturday 
at the Carey LDS Chapel.

It’s never comfortable when 
your opponents bid a slam confi- 
dently. Nevertheless, today’s 
West was in as good a position tis 
he could hope to be. When the bid- 
ding revealed that East had been 
dealt a Yarborough, West was at 
liberty to defend deceptively with- 
out fear of misleading partner. 

South took the Hrst spade and 
. led another to dummy to lead a 
club. When South played his king, . 
West unflinchingly ducked. South 
led another spade to dummy and 
cashed the long spade (East and 
West both discarding a heart). An- 
other club from dummy went to 
South’s queen, and West again 
comfortably followed low. What 
was South to do? He did what we 
all would do. He crossed to dum- 
my’s heart queen and led a third 
dub from dummy. Curtains.' West 
now had two club tricks and the 
slam went one down. 

What would have happened 
had West taken his dub ace ear- 
ly? South would have cashed his 
high dubs, hoping to drop the 10. 
When the 10 failed to drop, he 
would have had to try the dia- 
monds. And whether he played for . 
a finesse or a squeeze, dummy’s 
diamond jack would produce 
South’s 12th winner. 

To defend accurately, one 
should always analyze the bid- 
ding, count his own assets, and 
moke an estimate of what he can 
expect from partner.
